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The Boar's head soused was anciently the first dish on Christmas Day, and was carried up to the principal table in the hall with 
^reat state and solemnity. Wynkin de Worde printed in 1521 a Collection of Christmas Carols, in which was *' A Carol, bryngyng in the 
Bore's Head." This Carol is still annually sung, with some innovations, at Queen's College, Oxford. A copy of this latter version, 
with an accompaniment fot the Pianoforte, and the Chorus harmonized for four voices, is here given.
